{y dear Flock: 

While attending a meeting of 
he’ Bishops of the Cincinna 

Province recently, I learned that 
nine new High Schools, some for 
poys exclusively, and some for 
rirls exclusively, will be opened 
in the diocese of Cincinnati next 
all. It is not only fitting, but it 
s much to be desired that the 
hildren who receive their ele- 

entary education in the paro- 
hial schools, should also receive 
heir high school education un- 
jer the wholesome environment 
of the church school. From all 
sides we learn that because of the 
ack of religioustrainingin youth, 
he generality of children attend- 
ng high school have not the same 
ofty standards concerning what 
s right or wrong as Catholic 
hildren have. Judge Lindsey, 
of Denver, gives as his personal 
reason for advocating the com- 

panionate marriage the fact that 
0 many young people are not 
ollowing any special standard of 
morals. 

The plan followed today is to 
have a group of parishes in the 
‘ity build and maintain a High 
school jointly. The city of 
south Bend should have a High 
school, as also the cities of Gary, 

Hammond, Lafayette and some 
others. 
Bishop Smith, of Nashville, re- 
ently conducted a drive to raise 
money for the building of a Cen- 
tral Catholic High School for 
yoys; and, while there are only 
5,000 Catholics in Nashville, he 
eceived $200,000.00 by induc- 
ing every wage earner to pay one 

onth’s income over a period of 
twenty months. 

The pastors of Lake County, 
in our diocese, have decided to 
introduce what is known as the 
Bishop’s Plan for the mainten- 
ance of elementary schools and 
for the building up a fund for 
local High Schools in Gary and 
Hammond. This plan, - which 
places no burden on anyone who 
aids it, promotes thrift and sav- 
‘ing for the people themselves, 
brings a steady flow of revenue 
for the benefit of the schools, ele- 
mentary and secondary. It has 
been introduced into seven or 
eight dioceses and with very sig- 
nal success. Priests from other 
districts in the diocese of Fort 
Wayne will watch the example 
set by Lake county, and will like- 
ly wish to follow it in case the 
people manifest great interest in 
it. 

While the plan is being intro- 
duced, I would like to send out 
the word to people of means in 
that cou to make a generous 
personal gift towards the found- 
ing of a High School. There may 
be some individual, unknown to 
me, who would covet the honor 
of establishing and naming such |* 
an institution. The Archbishop 
of Cincinnati told the writer that 
he had sent out 15,000 letters to 
people in his diocese soliciting 
generous personal contributions 
toward his High Schools and 
Preparatory Seminary with very 
good results. Your Bishop has 
thrown out several hints in these 
columns to the well-to-do, but 
they evidently are either not 
strong enough or these individ- 
uals fail to notice the hints. 
Every man of means could make 
Provision for the assistance and 
for the maintenance of works 
which are forced on the Church 
by the trend of the times, either | = 
by having their lives insured for 
4 respectable amount in favor of 
such causes, or by remembering 
the same ih their last wills.
